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Parking ‘mistake’ ends in 
threats of a hunger strike

A council worker is threaten¬ 
ing to go on hunger strike 
after the local authority set 
bailiffs on him over an unpaid 
parking ticket he got while 
doing his job. 

Anthony Knowles, 55, of the 
Crescent, Epsom, is facing a 
whopping £888 bill to retrieve 
his belongings from debt col¬ 
lectors sent by Sutton Council 
after he got a £60 fine for inad¬ 
vertently parking illegally 
while working for the local 
authority at Wallington farm¬ 
ers’ market. 

He said he bought a £2.40 
pay-and-display ticket to 
cover his time at the market 
but it fell off his dashboard 
and out of view - meaning a 
parking warden slapped a 
ticket on his car. 

After getting the fine Mr 
Knowles went to the civic cen¬ 
tre and showed his employers 
the £2.40 parking slip - that 
the council would normally 
reimburse as part of his ex¬ 
penses - in the hope they 


would see the mistake and 
drop the fine. 

Despite pleading with his 
bosses the council refused to 
accept his explanation, said 
the ticket still stood, and last 


week sent bailiffs to his home. 

The bailiffs entered the 55- 
year-old’s home and took hun¬ 
dreds of pounds worth of 
goods including several hedge 
trimmers, chainsaws and 


other tools he uses in his 
other job as a gardener, as 
well as antique toy cars, his 
DVD collection, a bottle of 
Jack Daniels, his computer 
and more. 

He said: “It’s a disgrace. The 
worst thing is I am employed 
by the council to work on the 
market, I have been since 
1999. They offered me the 
chance to pay £30. I took the 
ticket in to them at the offices 
and hoped they would see that 
I had the ticket and waive the 
fine. I’m thinking about going 
on hunger strike because it 
J seems they don’t listen to 
sense.” 

If he fails to pay the fine the 
bailiffs will auction his be¬ 
longings to raise the money. If 
they do not raise enough, they 
could come back for more. 

A council spokesman de¬ 
clined to comment on Mr 
Knowles’ threats. 

He said: “While we do not 
discuss individual cases we 
are satisfied a fine was prop¬ 
erly issued in this case, sup¬ 
ported by photographic 
evidence.”

‘Bully’ harassed sister 


A man cleared of plotting 
to kill his estranged Rus¬ 
sian wife last month is due 
back in court on Friday for 
harassing his sister. 

Steven Hellewell, 50, of 
Gorse Close, in Tadworth, 
appeared, via video link, at 
South East Surrey Magis¬ 
trates’ Court on Wednesday 
to plead guilty to one 
charge of harassment in 
breach of a restraining 
order imposed on him 
by Judge Christopher 
Critchlow at Guildford 
Crown Court on July 9. 

On July 9, Hellewell was 
found not guilty of solicit¬ 
ing to murder his wife 
Elena Hellewell, 48, also of 
Tadworth, but ordered not 
to contact a number of 
people, including sister 
Pamela Watts for 10 years. 

The magistrates’ court 
heard that, just a day later, 
he used a prison telephone 
to make four phone calls to 
Ms Watts. 


Hellewell was remanded 
in custody at High Down 
prison, Sutton, following 
the trial, where he is await¬ 
ing sentencing for two sep¬ 
arate offences - unlawfully 
having a mobile phone 
while on remand in prison 
and illegally using the de¬ 
vice to transmit a message. 

Moses Koroma, prosecut¬ 
ing, read a statement from 
Ms Watts to the magis¬ 
trates’ court stating she did 
not want any contact with 
her brother because of the 
“mental and physical trau¬ 
ma” he caused her. 

He said: “She is scared 
and distressed. She says Mr 
Hellewell is a bully and 
makes demands. 

“She says ‘I’m in fear of 
what will happen to me’.” 

Hellewell will be sen¬ 
tenced for the offence, to¬ 
gether with the offences 
relating to use of a mobile 
phone, at Guildford Crown 
Court, on Friday.

Group needs donations to help injured cygnet 


Wildlife rescuers are appealing for 
donations to treat a cygnet with a 
twisted bill and injured leg. 

Leatherhead’s Wildlife Aid Foun¬ 
dation (WAF) saved the cygnet from 
a garden backing on to the Royal 
Automobile Club in Epsom this 
month. A stranded swan and three 
cygnets had become trapped in a 
walled garden without access to 
water. 

WAF founder Simon Cowell and 
his team arrived on the scene to 
find that one of the cygnets had a 
deformed bill. Further examination 
revealed serious injuries to its leg. 

Mr Cowell said: “It was heart¬ 
breaking for us to have to split up 
the family group by releasing the 
parent and two youngsters on a 
nearby lake while bringing this 
poor creature back to the hospital 
here at Randalls Farmhouse. 

“But this cygnet would not have 
lasted long had it gone back to its 


natural habitat in this condition. 
The injuries to its face are too 
serious. 

“We are exploring all options for 
hopefully getting the cygnet’s de¬ 
formed bill and leg repaired. 

“But it will be a complicated pro¬ 
cess, we need expert help from out¬ 
side, and our patient will need a lot 
of treatment, care and love. 

“We have all got our fingers 
crossed for his successful treat¬ 
ment and recovery but the surgical 
procedures are also going to be 
costly so if anyone can help by do¬ 
nating to our cygnet fund, then 
please, please help us.

Epsom has been given a huge 
vote of confidence after 
healthcare chain Nuffield 
Health announced it is set to 
bring its headquarters includ¬ 
ing more than 400 staff to the 
town. 

Nuffield Health, which runs 
hospitals, gyms and clinics, 
will move from New Malden 
to the Epsom Gateway build¬ 
ing in Ashley Avenue in 
December. 

The UK’s largest healthcare 
charity has let about 40,000 sq 
ft of Threadneedle’s Epsom 
Gateway building, which was 
built by engineering company 
Atkins during the 1980s. 
Atkins still retains office 
space in the building. 

Councillor Clive Wood- 
bridge, chairman of the Resi¬ 
dents’ Association group of 
councillors, said: “It’s a vote 
of confidence in Epsom that a 
company of that size should 
want to have its headquarters 
in our town. 

“We have a lot of office 
space available and hopefully 
this will be a positive sign of 
things to come.” 

He said having several 


hundred office workers in 
town would act as an “eco¬ 
nomic stimulus” for retailers 
and businesses. 

Liberal Democrat Council¬ 
lor Julie Morris welcomed 
Nuffield Health to Epsom, 
saying: “It’s really good news 
because we need to keep our 
offices as occupied as possible 
to ensure the town thrives. 


“The people who come into 
the town will hopefully im¬ 
prove its economic vitality 
generally.” 

A Nuffield spokeswoman 
said there will be limited job 
creation but moving forward 
they would look to recruit 
from the community. 

She said: “We chose Epsom 
as we believe it will provide a 


great place for everyone to 
work, is within reasonable 
proximity to our current loca¬ 
tion and is flexible enough for 
us to create innovative work 
spaces.” 

David Beddows, general 
manager at the Ashley Cen¬ 
tre, said: “I think we should be 
celebrating. It shows a confi¬ 
dence in Epsom and brings 
more people in. It’s about time 
we had some positive news.” 

Stile Harold Williams and 
Hanover Green were letting 
agents on behalf of 
Threadneedle. 

Mark Skelton, of Stile 
Harold Williams, welcomed 
Nuffield Health as turning the 
tide after a period of not “par¬ 
ticularly good news” with oc¬ 
cupiers downsizing. 

He said: “It’s just what the 
town needs, some new blood.” 

William Oldrieve, graduate 
surveyor at Hanover Green, 
said Nuffield Health was pay¬ 
ing about £22 per sq ft on a 15- 
year lease. 

Nuffield Health treats al¬ 
most half a million patients 
every year across its 31 hospi¬ 
tals. The charity has 65 fitness 
and wellbeing centres, 200 
corporate facilities and 20 
medical clinics. 


A GP-led group that took 
over the purse strings for 
buying healthcare in April 
has now satisfied criteria 
related to systems in 
place to ensure patient 
safety. 

But Surrey Downs Clini¬ 
cal Commissioning Group 
(CCG) still has more work 
to do in order to meet cri¬ 
teria linked to its commis¬ 
sioning and financial 
plans. 

Surrey Downs CCG, 
which buys healthcare in 
Epsom and Ewell, 

Banstead, Mole Valley and 
east Elmbridge, was given 
the green light to become 
a statutory organisation 
with seven conditions in 
March. 

NHS England has now 
cleared five conditions re¬ 
lated to early warning sys¬ 
tems, acting on patient 
feedback, accounting 
for patient safety, identi¬ 
fying failing services 
and managing serious 
incidents. 

Two remaining condi¬ 
tions require more work 
on commissioning and fi¬ 
nancial plans. 

Dr Claire Fuller, clinical 
chairwoman of Surrey 
Downs CCG, said: “It 
was great to hear NHS 
England is now satisfied 


we have the right systems 
in place for monitoring 
and improving quality 
and we are delighted 
that our five quality con¬ 
ditions have now been 
removed. 

“This is excellent news 
and means we now have 
just two conditions 
remaining.” 

Jane Shipp, support, liai¬ 
son and engagement co-or- 
dinator at patient 

champion Healthwatch, 
said: “Many of the 

CCGs, including Surrey 
Downs, are still in 
development and we 
would hope these 

would be removed in due 
course. 

“From Healthwatch’s 
point of view we are pret¬ 
ty pleased the quality 
concerns have been re¬ 
moved because that’s of 
priority.” 

Surrey Downs CCG cov¬ 
ers 33 GP practices, buys 
healthcare for nearly 
300,000 people and has a 
budget of more than 
£300m. 

NHS England has an¬ 
nounced that 152 CCGs na¬ 
tionwide, which equates to 
72 per cent, have satisfied 
all 119 criteria required 
as part of their 
authorisation. 
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Still waiting for report into pensioner death 


A date has still not been set for 
the release of a report into the 
death of a pensioner left to 
starve for more than a week. 

Banstead widow Gloria Foster 
died in February after being left 
to starve for nine days when the 
daily carer visits she depended 
on stopped and Surrey County 
Council made no provision for 
alternative care. 

Surrey Council contracted the 
81-year-old’s care to Sutton- 
based firm Carefirst 24 but when 
the company was shut down by 
immigration police in a pre-ar¬ 
ranged raid in January, no cover 
was arranged. 

Mrs Foster was discovered in a 
critical condition in her 
Chipstead Road home on

January 24. She was taken to 
Epsom Hospital but died on 
February 4.

death but, so far, no information 
has been made public. 
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Fortnight wait for allotment decision 



Campaigners must wait for two 
weeks to hear the fate of allot¬ 
ments in the greenbelt after 
the decision was made in 
secret. 

Councillors decided whether 
to enter into an agreement 
with a developer wanting to 
build on Barnett Wood Lane 
Allotments and college land 
behind closed doors on 
Tuesday. 

The decision came after Mole 
Valley Council officers and Ox¬ 
ford’s Merton College selected 
a preferred bidder to develop 
the 32-acre site next to the 
Leatherhead bypass. 

The decision will not be made 
public for a fortnight, while 


the council notifies the three 
final bidders. 

A spokesman said: “This is in 
compliance with the strict re¬ 
quirements of the procure¬ 
ment process and, as a result, 
the council can make no public 
announcement until mid-Au¬ 
gust when that period of time 
has elapsed.” 

Linda Weller, who organised 
a petition signed by more than 
2,750 people in a bid to save al¬ 
lotments, described the pro¬ 
posed relocation site for 
allotments as isolated and in¬ 
accessible with poor soil, flood¬ 
ing and noise and air pollution. 

She said: “Mole Valley Coun¬ 
cil has a duty to protect the 


greenbelt for the benefit and 
enjoyment of future genera¬ 
tions, not to waste it for short 
term financial gains.” 

All details of the preferred 
proposal remain a closely 
guarded secret. 

As yet there have been no 
clues as to what could be built 
there with speculation ranging 
from a retail village or 
supermarket to an entertain¬ 
ment complex or housing. 

Council leader Councillor 
Chris Townsend said they 
“would have preferred to have 
had an open, honest and quite 
far-ranging debate in public 
but unfortunately we were un¬ 
able to do that”.

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Nescot expansion plans revealed

Hundreds of residents have 
had their first glimpse of 
plans to build an enormous 
complex for 600 students plus 
elderly people and families in 
Ewell. 

Concerns raised at a public 
exhibition included traffic 
problems, a lack of parking, 
litter and a huge influx of stu¬ 
dents into the village. 

North East Surrey College of 
Technology (Nescot) wants to 
build on 14 acres of its land, 
used to care for farm animals, 
with access from Reigate Road. 

The plans include six stu¬ 
dent accommodation blocks, a 
retirement village with 120 
units and 79 family homes. 

Alan Evans, who was among 
more than 200 people to see 
plans at the college on Satur¬ 
day and Monday, said: “We are 
definitely against it because of 
all the accidents and fatalities 
on the bridge of Reigate Road. 

“It is wrong for the area, 
There are not enough ameni¬ 
ties to cope with it all.” 

Dee Stannard, who lives next 
to the proposed site, summed 
up their concerns as: “Rub¬ 
bish, volume of children in a 
small area and traffic.” 

She said: “The other worry 
we have is a large volume of 
teenagers coming back from 
Epsom in the early hours of

the morning.” 

Susan Morgan, from Ewell, 
said: “Traffic is the biggest 
concern. It is a nightmare 
crossing these roads already. 

“It is a very busy road and it 
is not very good to be living on 
top of all that.” 

Barry Wastridge, assistant 
principal at Nescot, said they 
needed to raise about £20m to 


fund improvements to the col¬ 
lege, which has ill-fitting 
windows, outdated heating 
systems and services in need 
of updating. 

Mr Wastridge said: “If it all 
goes ahead we can create facil¬ 
ities, so when our students go 
out to the workplace, they are 
familiar with the equipment 
because they used it here. 


“We will do what is within 
our power to mitigate the ef¬ 
fect on the community, but we 
feel there will also be a positive 
effect in terms of job creation 
and trade for the village.” 

He said it was intended that 
about 100 to 150 Nescot stu¬ 
dents would take up residence 
alongside students from the 
University for Creative Arts 


(UCA) in Epsom. 

He confirmed there had also 
been early discussions with 
Epsom’s performing arts col¬ 
lege Laine Theatre Arts. 

A UCA spokesman said: “No 
agreements are in place, but 
we are looking for potential 
opportunities to expand the 
accommodation provision for 
our students at UCA Epsom." 


Parking fee 
increases 
will begin 
this month 

Car parking charges at 
Bourne Hall will increase 
from August 1. 

Epsom Council will start 
charging 20p for a stay of up 
to 30 minutes at the car 
park, in Spring Street, 
Ewell, which is currently 
free, while a stay of up to 
one hour will decrease from 
£1 to 40p. 

A stay of up to two hours 
will stay the same at £1, but 
parking for up to three 
hours will rise from £1 to 
£1.50, and a maximum stay 
of up to four hours will now 
cost £3 not £2. 

The council planned to en¬ 
force the 20p charge for a 
half-hour stay from 7am, to 
the dismay of parents who 
use the car park for the 
school run, but have now de¬ 
cided the charge will begin 
from 9am instead. 

Councillor Jan Mason, 
chairwoman of the council’s 
leisure committee, said: “At 
a time when the council is 
facing major financial cuts 
and has to make harsh deci¬ 
sions about service provi¬ 
sion, these changes are 
nominal and even reduce 
the costs for those who just 
want to pop to the library.”

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Borough flies flag for 
suffragettes’ memory

The suffragette flag will fly over 
Epsom’s market place annually on 
Derby Day to thank women who 
fought for the vote. 

The council decision coincides 
with the recent centenary of the 
death of suffragette Emily Davison 
who was trampled to death under 
the King’s horse. 

The great-granddaughter of 
British suffragette movement 
leader Emmeline Pankhurst was 
among the experts who spoke at a 
seminar in Ewell to mark the cen¬ 
tenary on Saturday. 

On Tuesday councillors, wearing 
the suffragette colours of purple, 
green and white, voted at a council 
meeting to raise the flag every 
year. 

Councillor Jean Smith, who pro¬ 
posed the motion, said: “Arguably 
senior positions for women would 
never have happened without the 
legacy of the suffragettes in gener¬ 
al and the death here in Epsom in 
1913 of Emily Davison.” 

Seconder Councillor Anna Jones 
said: “A century ago the suf¬ 
fragette movement campaigned 
for equality for the right to vote, 
and we are all immensely grateful 
for their efforts, their sacrifices. 

“They were heroic and I feel a 
personal pride in what they 
achieved. I hope I could have been 
so brave.” 

On Saturday notable speakers 
discussed the suffragette move¬ 
ment during a seminar at Bourne 
Hall, which is holding an exhibi¬ 
tion called Dying for the Vote in 
Ewell. 

Helen Pankhurst, the great- 
granddaughter of Emmeline 
Pankhurst, sparked interest with a 
debate on the position of women 
today and historian Tim Richard¬ 
son spoke about policing suf¬ 
fragette activism.

Dying for the Vote curator Irene 
Cockroft dressed as her great-aunt 
Ernestine Mills, who was an artist 
in the suffrage movement. 

Ms Cockroft said Ms Mills’ 


daughter, Dr Hermia Mills, did not 
know how to view her mother’s ac¬ 
tivism because the Government re¬ 
viled suffragettes so much back 
then. 

She said: “Her daughter was like 
a mother to me. At that time she 
did not know whether to be proud 
or ashamed of her mother being 
a suffragette.”

Tax discounts probed

A housing development that 
will provide homes for hun¬ 
dreds of people, on the site of a 
former school, has been given 
the green light. 

On Thursday Epsom Coun¬ 
cil’s planning committee 
approved plans for the demoli¬ 
tion of the Linton’s Centre, in 
Lintons Lane, Epsom, and its 
replacement with 85 new 
homes. 

The two-storey centre, which 
after closing as a school was 
home to community groups, 
such as kids disability club 
Epsom Phab, will be redevel¬ 
oped to provide 51 private 
homes and 34 units of afford¬ 
able housing, 10 two-bed flats 
operating on a shared owner¬ 
ship scheme and 24 rented 
accommodation. 

A report by the council’s 
planning department stated 
the development will have a 
“traditional design” and con¬ 
tain a mix of two and two-and- 
a-half storey terraced houses, 
as well as blocks of flats of 
three to four storeys high. 

A children’s play area will 
also be included. 


Surrey Highways Authority 
stated there would only be a 2.1 
per cent increase in traffic, but 
the site’s access road, Lintons 
Lane, will be moved so it does 
not run parallel with the rear 
gardens of homes on the adja¬ 
cent Stones Road. 

Changes will also be made to 
the parking area at the end of 
Lintons Lane at the junction 


with Leith Road. 

Councillors voted unani¬ 
mously for the development, 
despite raising concerns over 
access to the site. 

Councillor Neil Dallen said: “I 
see nothing, but congestion 
coming from this development.” 

Councillor Sheila Carlson 
said: “The access to this very 
large development is going to 


be down a very narrow road. 
Suddenly there will be a large 
amount of movement going up 
and down the road. 

“I applaud the fact we are 
going to get some housing, par¬ 
ticularly affordable housing, 
but I worry they are cramming 
too many buildings on the site.” 

Charles Church Southern 
will redevelop the site. 


Taxpayers who receive a re¬ 
duction on their bills as sin¬ 
gle occupancy residents will 
be checked to ensure the re¬ 
ductions are correct from 
today. 

The checks form part of 
the council’s measures to 
prevent and detect fraud 
and protect the public 
purse. 

Capita Local Government

“But audiovisual items in li¬ 
braries have always had the 
purpose of raising money - 
they are not part of a library’s 
core provision. 

“Music CDs have declined in 
use largely due to the easy 


availability of music down¬ 
loads and no longer make 
money, so we have with regret 
decided to withdraw them in 
2014 from the 12 libraries 
which still have them.” 

Ewell library withdrew its 
CDs this month. 

A concerned resident who 
contacted the Epsom 
Guardian said: “What will be 
next - the talking tapes and 
maybe DVDs, then staff, then 
books?”

Top 10 tips on keeping your property safe 


• Mark property using a UV pen 
or a property marking kit and 
register the property on web¬ 
sites such as immobilise.com. 

• Turn electronics in cars off so 
thieves cannot easily tell if there 
is a worthwhile gadget to steal 
in your boot. 

• Water companies do not 
need to enter homes to test 
water so do not let them in. 

• Consider trellis fencing in the 


garden, which will be painful for 
thieves and collapses under a 
human’s weight. 

• Lock the back door when an¬ 
swering the front. Burglars can 
work in pairs and one can pop 
round the back of your house 
to gain entry. 

• Secure car numberplates with 
tamper proof screws and do 
not leave driving documents in 
the car. 


• Set up a password system 
with utility companies so if they 
do visit they must provide it.

Shards across the garden

A woman was left in shock 
when her glass garden table 
exploded into shards of glass 
during the heatwave. 

Janet Thompson, from 
South Mead, Epsom, said her 
dogs could have been killed if 
they had been underneath the 
table at the time. 

Mrs Thompson said: “I was 
sitting just inside the patio 
doors, my two small dogs were 
soaking up the sun when there 
was an almighty explosion. 

“It actually sounded like a 
bomb exploding. At first I did 
not realise where all the 
falling glass was coming 
from.” 

Mrs Thompson is keen to 
warn other families to be care¬ 
ful after the incident on Fri¬ 
day, July 12. 

She said she had purchased 
the table from Wilkinson a few 
years ago and had kept the 
table outside since May. 

She said: “Nothing at all had 
been dropped on to the table, 
that day or any other time. I 
am convinced it shattered 
from the intense heat from the 
sun. 

“Many people I know have 
glass garden tables and are all 
worried now.” 

In a letter to Mrs Thompson 
dated July 19, Wilkinson con¬ 
sumer advisor Matt Sellars

enclosed a £50 gift card and 
apologised for problems with 
the Dominica patio set. 

Mr Sellars wrote: “I was con¬ 
cerned to learn of the details 
you have described and would 
like to offer my sincere apolo¬ 
gies on behalf of Wilkinson for 
any upset and distress this 
matter may have caused you 
and your family. 


“Customer care and safety is 
of paramount importance to 
the company and I would like 
to thank you for notifying us of 
this incident.” 

He said Wilkinson only uses 
safety glass in its garden furni¬ 
ture range, which either will 
not break or will “break safe¬ 
ly” in a way that does not 
cause injury. 


He said: “The small pieces 
that are formed are small so 
they will not cause laceration. 

“We consider had there been 
a manufacturing fault with the 
item it would have become ap¬ 
parent at a much earlier stage, 
unfortunately it is not possible 
for us to determine which out¬ 
side factors may have led to 
the table shattering.”

Vicar wants to ‘unite

A dynamic vicar inspired to take 
up the cloth following a near 
death experience is aiming to 
unite different faiths and create 
an inclusive support network of 
community champions. 

The Rev Andy Cain took up his 
role as the vicar at St Mary’s 
Church in Cuddington in Septem¬ 
ber last year. 

He explained that while brought 
up a devout Christian, and even 
undertaking mission work as a 
teenager, he had taken up work in 
IT when a life-changing moment 
sent him back into the Anglican 
fold. 

About to drown in the Irish Sea, 
Mr Cain reached out to God in 
desperation. 

He said: “At the time I was 
spending my money on cars and 
was focused on gaining all I could. 

“In the sea, I knew it was the 
last couple of seconds and I 
prayed for the first time in a long 
time and found my feet.” 

Twelve years later the 37-year- 
old, who was born in Carshalton, 
is not only focused on diversifying 
what the church offers to its An¬ 
glican community, but on bring¬ 
ing different groups together to 
“significantly impact the area for 
the better”. 

He said: “There are many peo¬ 
ple who give a significant amount 
to the community. I want to meet, 


encourage and drive community 
champions, and be accessible to 
all faiths.” 

Delivering school assemblies, 
undertaking activities with 
scouts and playing bingo in resi¬ 
dential homes are some of the 
ways Mr Cain reaches out. 

He said he asks people to call 
him “Andy” and rarely wears his 
vicar’s collar because “I’m just 
one of the people”. 

The vicar, who works from 
8.30am to 10pm most days, said: 
“We all have the same struggles 


in life and it’s about helping peo¬ 
ple to realise they are of 
value. 

“I didn’t have the best upbring¬ 
ing but through other people I 
have made something with my 
life.” 

He said he conducted a lot of 
“inter-faith work” in his last 
parish in Leicestershire and does 
not “have much time for those 
who want to be judgemental or 
ungracious towards others”. 

He added: “Accept people and 
their life choices.”

The chosen de¬ 
sign received the lowest 
number of public votes. 
Although the chosen de¬ 
sign is attractive, it has 
no link to Emily so all in 
all I feel it is a poor out¬ 
come for the public and 
for Emily’s memory.

Votes not only part 
of artwork decision 


I would like to clarify some of 
the issues about the selection 
process for the Emily Davison 
Memorial Public Art Project. 

Firstly, this is not a council- 
funded project - although the 
council is supporting it, the 
funds will come from dona¬ 
tions, sponsorship and grants. 

The people organising it are 
residents who are volunteering 
their time and feel strongly it is 
important to create a memo¬ 
rable and lasting legacy, not 
only for Emily, but also for all 
women like her who have not 
been recognised for their 
achievements and sacrifices. 

Regarding the public vote, de¬ 
spite making it clear on the 
posters and communications 
that the public vote was not the 
only factor in making the deci¬ 
sion, people might not have 
fully understood this and per¬ 
haps, in hindsight, it should 
have been emphasized more. 

I can assure you the process 
of selection was carried out 
with the best of intentions. 

As a community-based pro¬ 
ject, we wanted to engage the 
public, rather than just ask a 


selection committee to make 
the decision, or follow the ex¬ 
ample of another borough, 
where the artwork was the 
brainchild of a councillor, with 
no public consultation. 

It could have been left for res¬ 
idents to raise objections dur¬ 
ing the planning process but 
we wanted the community to 
be involved and have their say 
from the beginning. 

The reason that the vote was 
not carried out in a more com¬ 
prehensive borough-wide man¬ 
ner was purely due to lack of 
resources and time. 

We felt it was important to 
try to announce the winner on 
the anniversary of the 1913 
Derby, when there was no 
other event planned and this 
limited the time we were able 
to run the vote. Unfortunately, 
because no outright winner 
could be decided when the se¬ 
lection committee met, it had 
to be postponed. 

Regarding the result, the 
votes announced for each 
entry were correct. There was, 
however, an error in calculat¬ 
ing the total number of votes 


cast, which was 466, not 376. 

It is possible people voted 
more than once for their 
favourite as the vote was not 
supervised, and is a valid rea¬ 
son why the results should be 
treated as a guide, rather than 
as a definitive reflection of 
public opinion. 

The selection committee, 
comprised of prominent local 
arts professionals and a coun¬ 
cillor, decided to choose the 
proposal of Mary Branson. 

They knew it would cause 
controversy, as it was not the 
entry with the highest number 
of public votes. 

However, it was felt that from 
the point of view of the con¬ 
cept itself, and Mary’s previ¬ 
ous experience in successfully 
realising public artworks and 
working alongside communi¬ 
ties, hers was the best entry. 

Mary Branson will be hold¬ 
ing workshops in the autumn 
to explain the ideas behind her 
proposal.

This might not be an all-new

Former Epsom College pupil 
Jordan Burns does not do 
things slowly, so it is no sur¬ 
prise that the speedster is 
keen to make an immediate 
impression with Harlequins. 

And he is eyeing up this 
weekend’s JP Morgan Asset 
Management Premiership 
Rugby 7s Series as the ideal 
platform to do exactly that.

McKinnell feels ready for the Irish

He said: “I got two new per¬ 
sonal bests in three days, but 
all three times were faster 
than I’d run before the 
weekend. 

“The conditions were pretty 
perfect, and the track was fast 
but the heat was a little bit 
much, especially when you 
were warming up. 

“It was a lot of hard work 
coming together for my coach 
Marina Armstrong and I. 

“After I’d run 50.74 in the 
heat, I felt quite relaxed and I 
was thinking in the semi and 
in the final I could run low 50s 
or even a sub-50, but I think 
three races in three days was 
intense.” 


Epsom’s Alistair McKin¬ 
nell will be wearing the 
red, white and blue of 
Great Britain for the com¬ 
ing week, while partaking 
in an Australian sport - in 
Ireland. 

That’s because the 24- 
year-old has been selected 
to represent GB Bulldogs 
at the Aussie Rules Europe 
Championships, that kick¬ 
off on Saturday in Dublin 
with an opening clash 
against the Denmark 
Vikings. 

McKinnell and his team¬ 
mates fly out on Friday 
with hopes of bettering a 
semi-final finish in 2010, 
although overcoming 
favourites, hosts and 
reigning champions Ire¬ 
land will be a tall order. 

“Ireland were unbeaten 
in the 2010 tournament, 
scoring 426 points in just 
four games and conceding 



only 74 points - they 
are immense, and 
are likely to be 
the same again this 
time around,” said 
McKinnell. 

“But we’re hopeful of 
at least reaching the 
final this time 
round. 

“I have played 
at club, regional 
and England level, 
but this is my first major 
tournament and it is real¬ 
ly exciting, I am sure we 
can do well.” 

Win, lose or draw in 
Dublin, McKinnell has his 
sights set on next year’s 
International Cup in Aus¬ 
tralia with GB, and repre¬ 
senting England in 
October’s EU Cup in 
France.
